Thurlow Weed was momentarily expected 
this morning, and tt ts possibile that his name 
will have passed into history before this die- 
patch is published. From ‘his own lips a few 
weeks ago came his oon words of resigna- 
tion to death: I do not expect to get well,“ 
said he in reply to expressfons of encourage- 
ment and hope from one of the members of 
his family. “Nor do 1 wish to. I have lived 
long enough, and am ready to go.” Mr. 
Weed caught cold early in the fall, 
and took to his bed on the ist 
of Uctober. Dr. Edwin RK. Chadbourne, fam- 
ily physician, was unremitting in his atten- 
tions to the venerable invalid, and as Mr. 
Weed’s steadily failing strength grew more 
and more alarming, Dr. Austin Flint Sr. was 
called in, and during the last two weeks, in 
addition to Dr. Flint, Dr. Metcalf and Dr. 
Vanderpoel ha ve been in almost constant 
attendance. It was evident to these Kentle- 
men that their patient was not suffering from 
an incurable disease, but was 
FAILING SURELY AND STEADILY 
from old age. During the first few weeks of 
his illness Mr. Weed took a lively interest in 
passing events, and when visitors were ad- 
mitted to his room he evinced a readiness to 
talk with them.

BIOGRAPHICAL. 
LIFE OF A GREAT AMEHICAN. 

Thurlow Weed, the Nestor of American 
journalists, was born on Nov. 15, 1797, at 
Catskill, Greene County, N. X., whither his 
parents had emigrated from Stamferd.Conn., 
in the hopes of bettering their slender fort- 
unes. Joel Weed, his father, was a worthy, 
honest, industrious carman, who, despite his 
best efforts, was often in jail for debt, and 
among the earliest boyish recollections of 
young Thurlow were his visits to his father 
when in confinement, or “on the limits.” 
The boy, by the way, was originally named 
Edward Thurlow, after Edward Lord Thar- 
low, Chancellor of the Realm, but the Ed- 
ward was soon dropped. ‘There was littie 
or no schooling for the children of the poor 
in the early days of the Republic, and young 
Thurlew at an early age was helping to earn 
money to support the family. He found 
vecasional employment in running errands 
and doing odd jobs, and when about 10 
years of age began to shift for himself. He

Provipence, R. L, Nov. 21.—A disaster of 
a far more appaliing nature than this city is 
accustomed to- happened here this forenoon. 
At 10:30 a fire broke out in the four-story 
brick building, corner Calender and Mason 
streets, in a locality occupied by a large num- 
ber of manufactories of jewelry and small 
wares. The third story of the buiiding in 
question was occupied by Melvin's Le Joly”’ 
dye-house. Here the fire originated, being 
caused by ignition of vapor from a ten-gal- 
lon can of naphtha. The flames spread with 
almost the rapidity of lightning, cutting off 
from escape the -forty people working for 
William H. Robinson, manufacturing jewel- 
er, on the fourth floor. The flames rushed 
up a narrow stairway and imprisoned the ter- 
rified mortals above. Those employed in 
shops on the same floor with the fire and be- 
low got out safely. There being no fire. es- 
capes available 

THE FORTY PEOPLE 
in Robinson’s shop could do nothing but 
wait for relief from the firemen—relief which 
was of no avail. The department responded 
quick enough, but their ladders would not 
reach. Then followed a terrible sight. In 
the windows were screaming and shrieking 
women and girls, fear being depicted on their 
countenances. Before the Skinner“ truck 
could be got into position two ladders were 
thrown off, one of which was placed against 
the building and one was left on the ground. 
The firemen then turned their attention to 
THE PATENT TRUCK, 
and there is where the trouble seems to have 
begun. Below were the firemen laboring 
with the cumbersome. contrivance; above 
was the distressed humanity waiting—wait- 
ing moments that seemed as hours. What 
delay there seemed to del Suddenly 
from the ranks a fireman sprang. Like a 
squirrel tie went up the ladder that rested 
against the building, and, standing on the 
topmost round, he leaned over against the 
building. He told the girls to slide down his 
baek. They did so, and, taking one under 
each arm, he made his way to the ground. 
These were the first of the girls rescued from 
the building. By the time he got to the 
ground the patent truck had not been raised 
afoot from its carriage. The flames were 
pressing the girls to the windows, and great 
volumes of smoke were hiding them from 
view. 
SUDDENLY THERE. WAS A SHRIEK 
and then the sound of a falling body, fol- 
lowed quickly by other bodies. The giris, 
despairing of succor from the firemen, leaped 
from the windows from the fourth story. 
falling upon a pile of old barrels ‘that had 
been thrown into a little triangular space 
fenced off with pickets. « Almost the first one 
to jump was a little short girl, who fell upon 
this picket fence head first. From thence she 
fell to the ground, but no seund came from 
her. Her death had been swift and terrible. 
One man jumped from the window facing 
Calender street. This was Thomas Mann, 
foreman for Mr. Robinson. His left 
lem and arm were shattered. The skin 
was rolled back from his hands and 
arms like scorched parchment. He had been 
badly burned before he jumped, and, though 
maimed and burned, was conscious of his 
terrible situation.

THE DANGER OF INDUSTRIAL FUR- 


“ SUITS. 

Indications are not wanting that there 18 
serious peril of disturbance in some of the 
industrial oceupations, and alse in the mar- 
ket value of railway stocks. 

It must be remembered that the railway 
stocks in the United States have been im- 
mensely inflated of late years. Railway 
stocks which had fallen as low as 30 per cent 
of par have been bought and manipulated 
by skillful operators. For each million of 
dollars other millions have been added, 
without any corresponding addition to the 

property represented, and the whole mass of 
stocks have been advanced from an average 
of par to an average of 150, and at this in- 
flated rate these securities have been con- 
trolling the markets fora long time, their 
high price being pointed atas evidence of 
Nationa! prosperity. ite 

On the other hand, the steel mills have 
been for more than two years selling their 
steel rails at $60 to $70 a ton, Their price In 
Eng land has been $25, but, protected by a 
tariff duty of $28 per ton and a cost for 
freight of $10 per ton, they have been able to 
command an exclusive market in this coun- 
try. Their protection on over two millions | 
of tons a year has been over 140 per cent. It 
seems that the sale of rails at this price has 
been arrested; the highest price now offered 
is $42 per ton, and the majority of the steel 
mills propose to close, and to discharge the 


therefore, that within the next sixty days the 
steel milis of the country will be closed and 
that the New York stock market will meet 
with such a shaking that the water stocks 
will be reduced to something like their sub- 
stantial values. 

In view of these alarming anticipations, 
which point somewhat towards a panic, 
what is to be done? Of course there will be 
a demand at once that Congress shall inter- 
vene and do something to relievè the coun- 
try.” Exactly what Congress can do in this 
matter it is difficult to understand, though 
there will, of course, be any number of 
patent schemes of legislation, all demanding 
immediate action. 

There can be no question that the great 
mass of railway stocks are now and have for 
a long time been kept at market values by 
mere combinations of speculators and gam- 
biers. Dividends have been made on stocks 
which never earned them. Bonds and wa- 
tered stock have been issued and sold and 
the proceeds have been applied to pay inter- 
est and dividends on stocks far in excess 
of the earnings of the roads. Many millions 
of such securities must in the end come to 
ruinand wreck, The shrinkage of the stocks 
in market to something like an actual value 
will reaily do no serious damage. It may 
bankrupt scores of operators, but it will de- 
stroy no property, and an average loss of 50 
per cent on the price of railway stocks will 
leave as much substantial property as there 
is now represented by sach stocks. The 
speculators and gambiers have had a good 
long harvest; they have absorbed and _ pock- 


money; and even now, should a collapse take 
Place, it will be something out of the ordi- 
nary line if the men most responsible for the 
whole inflation should be the severest suf- 
ferers. 

What can be done for the manufacturser 
of steel? It looks very much as if they in 
their avarice have in a great measure 
overreached themselves. They have pro- 
tected themselves to the death. During the 
last two years they have bied the railroad 
builders until railroad building is now ar- 
rested for the want of means. Nearly. if not 
quite, 25,000 miles of railway have been laid 
during the era of returned prosperity, The 
railroad constructors in this conntry have 
been compelled to pay $60 to $70 per ton for 
rails, being more than double the price at 


road construction has in this way been taxed 
out of existence, and with its extinction the 
business of steel-rail making has been sus- 
pended. What is the remedy? Certainly 
Congress cannot be expected to increase the 
tariff beyond 140 per cent. Shall Congress 
vote these gentlemen a cash subsidy out of 
the Treasury? . Literally protection at 140 
per cent has crushed the steel-rail industry, 
and the misfortune of the situation

THURLOW WEED. — 

We print elsewhere an exhaustive record 
of the lite of Thurlow Weed, whose death at 
the hour of writme is regarded as very im- 
minent. Mr. Weed had reached the ad- 
vanced age of 85, and he had been in poor 
health for a long time, so that his death 
might have been looked for any day, and yet 
his life had been so busy, he played so large 
a part in the movement of public affairs, and 
he had preserved his faculties so clearly that 
it is hard even now to realize that we shall 
not again see those familiar Anitials T. 
W.” signed to words of advice or warning, 
or hear his voice sounding defiance to his 
political enemies and denounemg dishonesty 
and corruption. 

His life in the largest sense was that of a 
representative and patriotic American citi- 
zen, and it covered a period within which 
the country Was many times in danger and 
called upon him for counsel and help. He 
sprang from a poor and humble parentage, 
and as a cabin-boy, backwoodsman, and 
farmer was early accustomed to work. He 
served his country in the field with distinc- 
tion in the War of 1812. He really com- 
menced life as a printer, and from the case 
was promoted, like many other printers, to 
an editorial chair.. He occupied many of 
them in various rural places, with constantly 
growing power and experience, before he 
stepbed into the office of the Albany Evening 
Journal as its sole editor, and made it a 
power in the politics of New York. He en- 
tered political life during the Missouri con- 
test, and he at once assumed the aggressive, 
making a vigorous fight for Gov. 
assailing Masonry in the hight of the Mor- 
gan excitement, warmly advocating the Erie 
Canal, and at last, as the recognized leader 
of the Whigs, carrying New York for his 
party. More than any other man he contrib- 
uted to elect Harrison and Taylor, and he 
was the power behind both their Adminis- 
trations, _ 

Though notan Abolitionist in the strict 
sense of the term, he was a cordial hater of 
slaverv, and never lost an opportunity of 
delivering it vigorous blows. He was one of 
the sponsors at the birth of the Republican 
party, and though Mr. Lincoln was not his 
candidate he did honest work for his elec- 
tion, and after that event was called into 
consultation by him. 80 great 
Mr, Lincoln's confidence in his abilities that 
he was sent, in company with Gen. Scott and 
Archbishop Hughes, as a Commissioner to 
Europe to representour interests in the early 
days of the Rebellion. Gen. Scott proved a 
failure as a diplomat, Archbishop Hughes 
fared little better in his interviews, and it 
was left to Mr. Weed to break up what then 
seemed inevitable—a union of England and 
France in favor of the South. By his skill 
and tact he prevented the French Govern- 
ment from being our moral enemy at a time 
when all its sympathies were with the South. 

Mr. Weed was practically out of public life 
when Gen. Grant was nominated, but he did 
not cease to take a warm and active interest 
in everything that was of public moment, and 
especially in all that concerned New York 
City and State. He threw himself, heartand 
soul, into the exposure of the corruptions of 
the Tweed régime and its suppression. 
Though physically incapacitated for the per- 
formance of hard work, or for that vigorous 
and sustained labor for which he was once 
so famous, his faculties remained clear to 
the last, and he was always ready with his 
words of counsel and with his written ap- 
peals to help his city, his State, and his 
country, and every noble and philanthropic 
movement in aid of his fellow-men. 

Mr. Weed was in the best sense of the 
term a representative American citizen. His 
loyaity to his country never wavered. Asa 
political leader he had no aspirations for 
office, and never held but one—that of As. 
semblyman, in his younger days. He was 


ably successful. He dealt his sturdiest blows 
at corruption wherever he found it. He was 
aman built upon a large model, with great 
executive ability, commanding powers of 
leadership, remarkable foresight, and an 
equally remarkable faculty of inspiring con- 
fidence among those with whom he was asso- 
ciated, A man of this stamp would not be 
likely to stoop to meannesses or trickeries. 
As a politician of the old school he is a 
model for modern politicians, especially in 
his own State. As a gentleman he challenges 
our admiration as we recall the memory of 
his urbanity, generosity, fidelity, and cour- 
tesy. Almost his last words, commending 
his soul to God, and thanking Him for His 
goodness, show that to all these other quali- 
ties he added the highest of all—love for the 
Supreme Being.

about to fall for lack of avenues of expendi- 
ture commensurate with its scale of taxation. 

Nothing stands between it and destruction 
but the greed of the whisky and tobacco pro- 
ducers; so he takes the bull by the horns and 
proposes to make free to the manufacturer, 
not to the consumer, two of the most harm- 
ful luxuries known to the histery of man- 
kind, while he continues to extort from the 
consumer of foreign articles a rate of duty 


| which roba-him of a third to half of the pur- 


chase money and closes the markets of all 
the. world to our manufactures. 

- There is a humorous side to Kelley’s posi- 
tion which must not be allowed to escape at- 
tention. If we were cntirely free from debt 
the protective system would have to go to 
the wall, whisky and tobacco tax or no 
whisky and tobacco tax. Remove the inter- 


est charge and the pension charge, and the 


tariff on imports would still have to be cut 
down one-half to bring the revenue within 
the needs of the Government. Thus we 
reach the monstrous conclusion on Kelley’s 
theory, that the country is saved from ruin 
only by bemg excessively taxed on its deal- 
ings with the rest of mankind. 

It will be well for Uongressmen who hail 
from west of the Rocky Mountains to let 
Kelley and his American system“ severely 
alone. The people of the West are not yet 
educated upto the point of regarding as a 
blessing either a National debt or free 
whisky. But these and a wheedling and 
bribing lobby, seeking corrupt personal legis- 
lation, are now the sole remaining bulwarks 
of the protective system. The lobbyist Is lis 
friend. The broker who forges fraudulent 
pension claims to rob the Treasury is its 
friend, The army of whisky and tobacco 
manufacturers who want to be relieved of 
taxation are its friends. The Western Con- 
gressman cannot touch any of these interests 
without Being defiled and ruined politically 
here and hereafter. 


THE SUNDAY QUESTION AGAIN. 

The onslaught against street-cars on Sun- 
day and Sunday papers to which the long 
suffering public is annually exposed has 
broken out again, and this time the Rev. 
William Fawcett, a Methodist clergyman- 
leads the assault and demands that the Jew, 
ish seventh-day Sabbath, with all its rigid, 
gloomy observances, as Nehemiah and Jere- 
miah prescribed them, shall be coercively in- 
truduced into Chicago and that they shall be 
enforced with the carnal weapons of the law 
on the first day of the week, called Sunday, 
This in a general way is the burdenof every 
assault, but the assailants do not usually go 
so far back as the Jewish prophets and cite 
their rigid observances of the Rabbinical 
Sabbath, which was the seventh day, as 
binding upon the Sunday established cent- 
uries after Christ, which is the first day of 
the week. 

Christians are We of Christ, and His 
teachings and precepts are regarded as bind- 
Ing not only upon them, but upon Christian. 
Sinners, not the teachings of rabbis and 
prophets before His day. Why, then, did 
not the Rev. Mr. Fawcett cite the authority 
of Christ or the apostles for the Nehemiah 
seventh-day observances which he would im- 
pose, upon the community? Where do they 
command an observance of the first day of 
the week after the manner of Nehemiah’s 
seventh? Where do they lay down any code 
of rules or any commands which even by in- 
ference would make it wrong to ride upon 
horse-cars, cable-cars, or stean-cars on the 
first day of the week, or the reading of secu- 
lar papers, books, and magazines on that 
day; or the purchase of milk, or bread, or 
other necessities of daily consumption; or 
the transportation of the mails, or of perish- 
able comniodities by land or water? Where 
do they enjoin the observance of Sunday, 
the first day. in a Mosale or Nehemiac man- 
ner, or where do they forbid people from 
going into the fields, the woods, or the parks 
on the first day for recreation? Why did 
not the Rev. Mr. Fawcett cite chapter and 
verse in the Gospels containing such injunc- 
tion or prohibitions? Paul is usually con- 
sidered by churchmen asa pretty orthodox 
counselor and expounder of the divine law 
for the gentiles. Why did not the reverend 
gentleman quote from the great apostle's let- 
ter to the Romatis: One man estcemeth 
one day above another; another. estcemeth 
every day alike, Let every man be fully 
persuaded in his own mind”? 

There is another view of this question more 
directly personal. By what right does the 
Rey. Mr, Fawcett undertake to go outside 
his flock or his own denomination to inter- 
fere with the personal liberties and con- 
sciences of people of other denominations or 
of no denomination at all? Who made him the 
conscience-keeper for the community? Who 
made him the lawgiver, the constable, the 
policeman, or the court, with power to define 
how the first day of the week shall be ob- 
served and with the right to demand that his 
view of it shall be adopted and enfdérced ? 
Have people who do not believe as he does 
no rights? In the absence of any Injunc- 
tions in the whole New Testament as to the 
observance of this day, which was estab- 
lished by Constantine, a temporal Emperor, 
is not the Rev. Mr. Fawcett a little grasping 
in his usurpation of power and in his pre- 
sumption that he can supply the deficiencies 
of the New-Testament Scriptures? Let him, 
if he can, keep his own flock up to tue Jew- 
ish observance of the seventh day, and be 
content with this, and not meddle with other 
people’s rights. Better still, let him keep his 
flock up to a proper observance of the other 
six days and instill into them the idea that 
what is wicked on the seventh day or the 
first day is wicked on the sixth day or the 
second. 

The special complaint made by clergymen 
of the Fawcett stamp against the Sunday 
papers is that they keep people away from 
chureh; hence he and they would have them 
suppressed by the seculararm. But would 
those who now fall to attend church attend 
the niinistrations of dull dogmatists if Sun- 
day papers were suppressed? Would they 
hot read something else and perhaps some- 
thing worse? Might they not spend Sunday 
in the saloons instead of spending their time 
at home engaged in useful and instructive 
reading? if Sunday papers prevent people 
from going to church, how is it that every 
Sunday 2,500 men and women crowd into 
Central Musie-Hall to hear Prot. S wing and 
2.000 more, or as many as can get into Hoo- 
ley’s Theatre, to hear the Rev. Dr. Thomas, 
whether it is cold or warm, Whether it rains 
or shines, and yet every one of these persons 
read the Nu papers? One hundred

Thousands who do not go to 
chureh and read it might do a great deal 
worse if It were suppressed, It is a hopeful 
sign of the times that even in Mr. Faweett's 
own denomination, as represented at the 
ministers’ mieeting, there was not perfect 
unanimity as to the advisability of shutting 
off papers and other privileges now enjoyed 
on Sunday and conforming to Nehemiah’s 
views—when even the ultra Mr. Hatfield 
says that he could not lay down a rule for- 
bidding a man to shave on Sundays, and 
that there was a timie when he arraigned a 
member of his congregation for selling milk 
on the Sabbath, and by the grace of God ex- 
pelled him. But it had come to im that 
there were thousands of poor people who 
had no refrigerators and who had babes.”

sermons, and so have no lack of full pews. 
But one thing is certain, reverend gentlemen:

ARMY OFFICERS AND THEIR DEBTS. 

The Judge-Advocate-Generai has decided 
that an officer of the army is not amenable to 
the charge of “conduct unbecoming an of- 
ficer and a gentleman ”’ because he refuses to 
pay his debts. This decision is in the line of 
tradition. In the good old times it was the 
especial privilege of officets and gentlemen 
to avoid the payment of their debts when- 
ever they could. In those days officers and 
gentlemen were largely engaged in kicking 
“duns” out of doors and playing tricks on 
bailiffs. Much of the humor of the old novels 
and plays turns upon the escapades of of- 
ficers and gentlemen in dealing: with their 
creditors and the minions ot the law who 
sought to enforce the payment of debts. 
Commercial ideas of honor have changed 
very much within the last half century. 
Men are no longer sent to jail for non-pay- 
ment of debtst but, on the other hand, de 
fault in payment has come to be regarded 
as a much more serious offense against in- 
tegrity than it was formerly. ‘The man who 
persistently refuses to pay his debts nowa- 
days soon becomes a social and business out- 
law. But it is necessary to draw the une 
somewhere. All the old traditions must not 
be displaced by base commercial] innovations. 
The officers of the army, and we presume the 
officers of the navy for a similar reason, are 
to be the exception to the modern rule. By 
official construction they may laugh at their 
creditors, order collectiag. agents out of the 
house, snap their fingers at lawsuits, and 
snub the butcher, baker, and candlestick- 
maker without being technically guilty of 
conduct unbecoming an officer and a gentle- 
man. 

This decision has a curious sound at the 
present day, when the payment of debts is re- 
garded. as an essential of respectable stand- 
ing in every community. At the same time, 
the rule laid down by the Judge-Advocate- 
General is probably the only one that would 
be practicable under the circumstances. 
In the credit system officers of the army 
should be treated just the same as other citi- 
zens. it would be dangerous to employ the 
jurisdiction of the court-martial, which is 
criminal in character, to enforce the collec- 
tion of debts from army officers. Such a prac- 
tice would tempt creditors to bring charges 
upon the slightest provocation, and the law 
department of the army would become a 
mere collecting-agency. Thethreat of a court- 
martial might inculcate among army officers 
a keener desire to pay their debts promptly, 
but the privilege of resorting to this means 
of collecting debts would probably benefit 


tradespeople, and as between the officers and 
the class who take advantage of their more 
or less frequent necessities the sympathy of 
most people will be with the former. At the 
same time the decision of the Judge-Advo- 
cate-General will be useful so far as it shail 
serve to instruct people that officers of the 
army are only to be trusted like other people 
upon the basis of good faith and habitual 
payment of debts; and society and the mer- 
cantile community will continue to regara 
non-payment as “conduct unbecoming an 
officer and a gentleman,” though no official 
charges will hold on that account.

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| the old record, washed him of his old polit- 
feal sins,’ and chung 06 him with a fidelity 
which has finally resulted in his election as 
‘Democratic Governor of Massachusetts. 
Hubbell should look to Butler's career as 
a beacon-light in his own. political future. 
It he has not borne down upon the Repub- 
lican party as roughly as Butler did, it 1s 
only because he has less ability. He has 
done all he could to bring about Republican 
deteat. ‘The Secretary of his Congressional 


lowa) estimates that the Republican stay-at- 
home vote in the late elections amounted to 
1,500,000; Hubbell and his associates and 
his methods may be fairly held responsible 
for a large proportion of this enormous de- 
fection.

‘The 
long strikes of last summer left 
hun s of thousands of people 
who use cotton fabrics with scarcely ° 
the means of subsistence. Then there are 
too many of the lower grade of goods manu- 
factured. While we manufacture vast quan- 
tities of calicoes, jeans, ginghams, etc., mill- 
ions of dollars’ worth of finer fabrics have to 
be imported to supply the market. Of course 
all the present machinery would have to be 
changed, and it would require a vast outlay 
of money, so I searcely think relief will 
come at once in that quarter. Still another 
reason for our local depression is to be found 
in the fact that cotton-mills have sprung 
up all over the South. Fabrics can be 
made there much cheaper than we can man- 
ufacture them because we lose by having to 
pay for transportation on the raw material. 
rhe mill-men throughout New England are 
troubled in the same way. It has not been 
long since the Northen manufacturers trans- 
po the raw material from the South, 
made the fabrics, and sent them back to the

While, therefore, the money market remains 
close and some lines of business are extreme- 
ly dull, the aggregate transactions have been 
larger than for some time past, and a better 
feeling prevails. It is not believed that any 
reason exists for the depression in iron ex- 
tending to other important industries.

DOCTORS DISAGREE. 


A New Orieans Physician Denies the 


Correctness of Dr. Koch’s Alleged Dis- 
fieovery in KBelation to the Germs of 
Consumption. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

New Or.LEAnNsS, Nov. 21.—Ata meeting of 
the Pathoi.ugical Society at the Charity Hos- 
pital last night, an important microscopic 
demonstration was made by Dr. H. D. 
Schmidt, President of the society. The 
demonstration was relative to the alleged 
discovery by Prof. Koch, im Berlin, of the 
bacillus of tuberculosis, or the germs of 
consumption. Dr. Schmidt has devoted 
much time to the observation of the bacillo 
of tuberculosis, and while engaged in his 
researches the discovery of Dr. Koch was 
announced to the world. This only encour- 
aged Dr. Schmidt to renewed er- 
ertions, and the result was, he ascertained 
beyond a doubt, according to his microscopic 
demonstration last night, that Koch’s germs 
were pseudo bacilii—that is, fatty crystals, 
and not true bacilli. This result was ob- 
tained by long, arduous, and earnest appli- 
cation and labor, in which the diseased or- 
gans of persons who had been afflicted with 
pulmonary consumption were minutely and 
carefully examined. Dr. Schmidt succeeded 
in finding the erystals, which were similar 
in appearance to those discovered by Koch, 
aud evidently the same. ‘To determine their 
action, Dr. Schmidt subjected the crystals to 
the action of the boiling ether, when they 
were dissolved, proving that they were not 
germs or organisms. otherwise they would 
have remained unaffected by the ether. Dr. 
Schinidt, on matters pertaining to his profes- 
sion, is considered the very hight of author- 
ity. His discovery is bound to attract the 
attention of medical men, the subject being 
regarded of the utmost importance,

MILWAUKEE, Wis. Nov. 21.—The arrest of 
two persons in this city yesterday has led to 
the revival or an old scandal which is dra- 
matic to an intense degree, and has for its 
dramatis personte names connected with the 
lowest as well as the highest circles in Chi- 
cago. The arrest has created no little talk 
here, but it will be of vastly more inter- 
est in Chicago, where the parties are well 
known.

She denied all knowledge of the thefts, and 
none of the articles of jewelry were found 
on her person. A few mwMhutes later a gen- 
tlemanty-appearing man, well and 
modest in appearauce, was standing in front 
of a saloon within a stone’s throw of 
the police station. He had secured an 
attorney, and sent him ahead re- 
connoitre. The lawyer, who was none

Hale, the detectives immediately went 
out and found Hale himself. Mrs. Hale was 
in the private room of the Chief of Police 
when her husband was taken in. A deeply 
affecting scene occurred, Mrs. Hale insisting 
that the blame was ali hers, and that her 
husband knew nothing of her do- 
ings. Legal complications outside of the 
ease itself are ey to grow out of the ar- 
rest. The law provides that when a person 
is arrested in the night he must be taken be- 
fore the Municipal Court next morning. 
The District Attorney failed togpke out the 
necessary papers, and Hale wife were 
not taken to court this morning.

Judge Blodgett Declines to Interfere 

with the Sale of the Mair & Odiorne 

Assets. | 

A decision was given yesterday morning 
by Judge Blodgett on the motion for tem- 
porary injunction in the case of Jesse Spald- 
ing against the National Bank of Illinois and 
others. The bili was filed to restrain the 
Marshal from selling the property of the 
lumber firm of Hair & Odiorne. The Judge 
said the complainant asked for an injunction 
mainly on two grounds—first, that the prop- 
erty levied on, or a large bart of it, was sold 
to the firm on false representations by them, 
and the fraud was of such a character 
as to entitle Spalding to repossess himself of 
the lumber he sold, even though it had been 
seized by the Marshal. But it seemed Spal- 
ding by his own act had — Hair & Odi- 
orn wers of owners the rty. 
ne grad te had ‘trusted the arnt on the 
strength of their being owners of the lum- 
ber, and Spalding could not come in and set 
aside the sale for any alleged 12 fraud 
on the part of the firm toward himself, be- 
cause would open the door to the per- 
petration of almost innumerable frauds in 


every branch of business: Any creditor might 
C0 bote the house of his debtor, select out 


the goods he had sold, charge they had been 


obtained under false pretenses, and carry 
them off. Preferences obtained in that way 
would be more dangerous than those made 
by agreement between the creditor and 
debtor. The bill could not be sustained on 
that ground. 

‘The other theory ou which the complainant 
sought to restrain the sale was, that the judg- 
ment-notes in question given to the preferred 
creditors on the morning of Nov. 1 were 
part of the general assignment the lumber- 
firm made to Freshwaters for the benefit of 
their creditors. An important fact to 
be borne in mind was the 
firm in September last evidently became 
aware that they were in failing cireum- 
stances. ‘They were owing $20,000 to $30,000 
in small amounts, including debts to rela- 
tives, and at once set to work to secure or 
pay such claims. Perhaps they were then 
ntending to make gan assignment, and pre- 
ferred certain s who had extended them 
favors. When they disvovered they could 
not do this directly, they made out judgment 
notes to the banks in place of the ordinar 
promissory notes the banks held, and inti- 
mated that the latter should use the power 
conferred on them by the notes. Judgments 
were entered up aecordingly, and executions 
were issued and levies made by the Marshal 
and the Sheriff. The assignment was made 
the same om | and only a few hours after the 
levies. Spa ding was the only creditor who 
was omitted, but he could get what was left, 
either from the assignee or by process of 
law. There was no proof that the judgment 
creditors knew of the intended assignment 
before it was made.

Smith, $78. oh a 
BIG BILLS. 


What the Canvassing of the Beturns 
Costs the Coumty—Juastice Meach Ex- 
Piains the Heavy Charge-—Alleged 
Partialliy te Ryan. 

It was charged around the County-Build- 
ing yesterday that the two Justices, Messrs. 
Meech and Scully who with County-Cierk 
Klokke had served as a Board of Canvassers 
in examining the returns of the recent elec- 
tion, had determined to send in bills for the 
services rendered to the Board of County 
Commissioners, asking the sum of $180 each. 
This sum was regarded by several of the 
county officials as bordering on extortion, 


and being altogether too much for eight 


days’ labor. Inquiry of Clerk Filkins of the 
County Board deyeloped the fact that no bill 
had so far been sent in. A TRIBUNE re- 
porter subsequently called upon Justice 
Meech and asked him what he proposed do- 
ing about his bill for services as a member of 


the Canvassing Board. 

“We put in eight full days’ labor and a 
portion of three days besides,” said Mr. 
Meech. “ We went to the County Clerk’s 
office at 9in the morning and remained in 
session all day until o'clock, and sometimes 
a little later. This was for eight days. The 
remaining three days we only put ina few 
hours. Heretofore the custom had been to 
meet at 10-and remain in session till about 3, 
when an adjournment was had. Then we 
only worked about five hourg a day. On this 
occasion we worked nine hours and some- 
times a little more. The people were anxious 
to know who was elected. They knew 
the ‘independent scratcher’ was very 
numerous, and an unprecedentedly large 
number of split and seratched tickets 
were voted. To allay the curiosity 
of the people and let them know as 
soon as possible who were electd we deter- 
mined to put in a full day’s work, to the 
neglect of our own business. While at the 
County Clerk’s office I could not bein my 
own Office, and my own business was there- 
by entirely neglected during the time. My 
receipts at my vflice will average about $25 a 
day, and the 7 7 expenses of my office are 
about $7. While 1 was attending to the 
Canvassing Board the daily receipts of my 
oftice averaged from $1 to $2.50, and these 
came in on the settlement of old matters. 
The daily new business that would have 
come to me had I been in attendance at my 
eourt-room was obli to elsewhere, and 
of course 1 lost my fees. Come here 

LET ME SHOW YOU MY CASH-BOOK.” 

Mr. Meech hereupon turned over the leaves 
of his cash-book for about a month previous, 
and showed the reporter where his 
had ranged from $20 to $30 per day.

FINANCIAL. 

The local money market was active and strong 
yesterday. There was a brisk demand by all 
classes of borrowers, the city trade as well as 
those in the produce business being applicants 
for favors. Rates of discount were stili quoted 
at 728 per cent, but it is probable that little was 
done at less than the outside The mpve- 
ment of currency to the country was again large, 
but not equal in volume to that of two or three 
days of last week. 

The clearings of the Chicago banks aggre- 
gated $7,600,000, being $1,400,000 less than on 
Monday. 

Eastern exchange was active andweak. Some 
banks reported sales at @60c discount per 
$1,000, and others reported no sales at any other 
_ figure than Tic discount. The West has drawa 
largely upon Chicago, and this involves a draw- 
ing down of balances on the seaboard. Some 
tightening of the money market in the West was 
widely expected, but its extent seems to be @ 
general surprise. 

Foreign exchange was weak. with fair offer- 
ings, but no material change in prices. The ex- 
port movement is increasing. and some meat 
bitls are making their appearance after a rather 
long biank of almost inactivity. Posted rates 
for sterling were 490'4@454%, with actual at 480 
ist, and English documentary bills at 477%@ 
478%. Coutmental exchange was quoted beavy 
as follows: Bankers’ francs, 520%@516%; docu- 
mentary bills. MD: bankers’ marks, 94% 
Cl: documentary marks, Ne. 

The New York stock market was demoralized 
yesterday, the beur feeling induced by the rail- 
road war in the Northwest and the an- 
ticipated falling off in the coal lines 
being intensified by a tight money mar- 
ket. Western Union was beared heavily, and 
some other lines were a little iess weak than the 
previous day. The private dispatches from 
New York to this city drew a much gloomier 
picture than the public advices, some stating 
that the feeling was weaker than at any time 
since the panic of 1873 cleared away. 

The latest gossip in New York financial circles 
inclades the following: Denver & Rio Grande 
gives notice of the issue of $3,500,000 shares of 
new stock, increasing the total to $33,000,000. 
The Baltimore & Obio Telegraph 
Company is preparing for a great 
increase of business in New York City. The 
Rhode Island managers are said to bave re- 
ceived instructions to accept A per cent of Min- 
neapolis business and 15 ver cent on St. Paul 
business.

The leading produce markets were not a unit 
yesterday by any means. Provisions were very 
weak, while grain was relatively steady, though 
the later tendency of breadstuf’s was to lower 
prices. 

Provisions were very heavy. Pork deciined 30 
oe per bri, the most on near futures; lard fell 
of 2)@We per 10) Ibs, except that March ang 
May were not quite as weak as the rest, and ribs 
declined 130230, whiie other cuts of meats were 
weak in sympathy. The receipts of bugs were 
estimated at 44,000 head, and Liverpool was 
quoted 6d lower on lard. This was apparently the 
signal for a bear raid by leading packers. They 
sold pork heavily dering the first hour, and 
agaio on the call, while offering lard very freely. 
After that the tone wus steadier, and improved 
some towards noon, but again fell of, as the 
early deciine brought In some outside orders to 
sell, or forced out parties who bad beld stuff on 
rather thin margins. The closeness of money 
bere and at the East heiped to this result, mak- 
ing it more difficult to borrow for marginal pur- 
poses, The shipping demand for meats was re- 
ported to be very slow, buyers being frightened 
off by the weakness in the speculative part of 
the deal; and the general iook of the market 
was about as sick as bas been witnessed for a 
Thé buy:ng was chief- 
ly done by parties who had sold saort a week or 
more previously. 

Flour was in fair demand and firm, with a 
moderate volume of trading on furvigu account, 
though exporters said that Ireights were against 
them. Bran and other milistulls were rather 
weak, with a larger supply. 

Wheat was dull and siexdy. The market sold 
up le early, but foil back ge, and closed \c 
below the latest prices of Monday. Our receipts 
were larger, some 50 car-iodds more than the 
previous day, aud the stock in store here in- 


is more inclined to buy four than wheat. The 
market was firm on the afternoon call. 

Corn was active and very steady, considering 
the weakness in provisions. The market de- 
clined ‘sc early (e on the year), on the rumor 
that certain parties were sellmg in New York. 


came buyers, especially as it was found that 
there was a good shipping demand, we New 
York quotation 6fering a fair profit on ship- 
ments from this.city. Public advices called Liv- 
erpool dull but firm, and private cabies called 
futures firmer there, though spot was dull and 
easier. Our receipts were smaller than the 
previous day, and our stock in store was 
reduced about 7 per cent durmg  iast 
week, making the situation radically a strong 
one so, long as frost keeps off in the South. 
There is a good deal of talk about a corner being 
in progress here on a near future, but there ts 
really notbing to indicate a settied deal, and it 
is not likely that any one would attempt a 
squeeze now. The East is a strong buyer of corn 
at present, and the South is not shipping halt so 
freely as was expected. 

Oats were fairly active in the early part of the 
day. the market opening about Me below Mon- 
day’s tatest prices. Active buying, principally 
of year and January deliveries, strengthened the 
market for a time, but toward the close trading 
fell off and the advance was entirely lost, weak- 
ness being the feature in the latest transac- 
tions. No. 2spot sold at e., the outside 
in aspecial house. Nothing was done in No. 2 
white or rejected. Seiler the month sold at . 
Gc, closing at Wie bid. Seller the year 
ranged at 34%@35c, closing at 34, . May soid 
from 3% toe, closing at Bre. Samples were 
active at about Mooday’s prices. 

Rye was quiet at 57%c for No. 2spot, and the 
futures entirely nominal at 58e for November, 
5e for the year, and doe for January. Samples 
sold at 540550 for rejected, and 58% for No. 2. 
Rejeeted in stor’ was nominally 52c. 

Barley was nearly inactive and steady, No. 2 
spot selling at e. and November at nge. No. 
3 was nominal at Be for spot. Samples were 
quiet and steady. 3 

Dry goods were again reported quict, with 
prices only indifferentiy sustained. Millinery 
goods met with 4 fair inquiry. Boots and shoes 
and clothing are dull. Prices of groceties ranged 
about as befure, averaging easy. In the dried- 
fruit market there were no changes excepting a 
slight decline in raisins and currauts. Fish were 
firm. Butter and cheese met with a moderate 
demand, and, aside from choice grades, the feel- 
ing was weak. Oils remained firm. Coal and 
pig-iorn were dull. 

Broom-corn is coming forward io large 
quantities, a very small proportion of the ro- 
ceipts being choice stock. Prices remain 
steady. Eggs are firm at 26@27c per doz. Hides 
are weak, light and heavy green being marked 
down Ke, with a prospect of still lower prices. 
Tallow bas also declined 4c, the demand de- 
ing light even at the lower figures. There was 
no new feature in the green-fruit market, 
trade being only fair at the quotations of Mon- 
day. Metals and tinners’ ware active and steady. 
Potatoes have advanced loe per bu, owing to the 
light receipts. Wool quiet and steady: In 
seeds timothy was a little easier, good to choice 
being quotable at $1.40@1.70, ana prime at $1.56 
@L38. Clover-seed was quiet, with light ofer- 
ings at $5.50@25.55 for prime. Flaxseed was 
lower at $1.15@1.15% in store and on track. Hay 
was steady at Monday’s prices. 

That the early selling of provisions yesterday 
was a bear movement was apparent from the 
fact that offers to sell were made below what 
seemed to be the current prices. Somebody evi- 
dently wanted to precipitate a bad break. 

The committee appointed at the meeting of 
members of the Board of Trade on Monday was 
instructed to revise the rules—not’ any particu- 
lar rule, angular or otherwise. The committee 
will suggest such changes as seem to be re 
quired, and the result will be submitted for 
adoption, or rejection, or modification, as the 
case may be. One of the suggestions made yes- 
terday was that the board shall appoint a 
standing committee, and let the corner rule 
stand substantially as at present. Another was 
that the rule should be so amended as to pro- 
vide that each speculative transaction shali be 
limited to a loss of 10 per cent by either party. 

The weakness in stocks may result in putting 
more money int grain; in which case we should 
have a reénactment of the story by Lady Mac- 
beth:

The company will ship one or more car-loads to 
Chicago within a few days. molasses oom- 
pares favorably with New Orleans molasses, now 
worth about 44 cents per gallon at wholesale. 

The company has this season worked about 250 
acres of cane, 200 of which is raised on rented 
lands, and the remainder was grown by 
farmers, of whom the 88 bougut 
it, peying from $2 to- 82. per ton. 
The last load of cane was run on 
the I7th inst.; but, as there is yet quite a large 
amount of~nelado in the crystallizing room to 
be swung, and the molasses is all vet on hand, 
it will be some time before a balance-sheet can 
be made out showing the entire results of this 
season's work.

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DYNAMITE. * 


Some Hitherto Unpublished His- 
tory of the Last Session 
of Congress. 


A Remarkable Story Connected with 
the Fight over Contested 
States. 


Dispatch to Cincinnalt Enquirer (Dem). © 
Wasuineton, D. C., Nov. 19.—One of the 
best-kept secrets of the last session of Con- 
gress was the story of a startling episode of 
the fight over the contested seats in the 


House. 
THE STORY, 
as related to me with much impressiveness 
and sincerity, is tothe effect following: Ar- 
bitrary rules had been adopted placing ex- 
traordinary power in the hands of the 
Speaker, and it was known that that officer 
would firmly exercise the power vested in 
him: and that the result would be the un- 
seating of the Democratic members whose 
seats were contested, unless something 
equally extraordinary should be done on 
the Democratic side. At a Democratic 
caucus—how many Democratic members 
were engaged in which I am unable at 
this writing to say. but it seems that a suffi- 
cient number must have been cognizant of 
the arrangement to carry out the scheme had 
it not been prematurely conveyed to the ene- 
my-it was resolved that, on the presenta- 
tion in the House next day of a certain re- 
port which would finally bring up the con- 
tested-election cases and be a signal for the 
rigid application of the arbitrary rules which 
had been adopted, a, Democratic member 
should make a motion 
CALCULATED TO OVERTURN THINGS. 

I have not yet been able to ascertain the 
form of this motion, but it was of sucha 
character that, should it prevail, it would 
defeat the Republican program, and give the 
Democrats whose seats were contested a 
chance for their official lives. It was absolutely 
certain that Speaker Keifer, under the sew 
rules, would not entertain the motion, and the 
next question was how to get it before the 
House.

put it to the House, and promptly receive the 
afiirmative votes of the mocrats in the 
scheme, who were to vote with emphasis so as 
to give their affirmative weight. Then the neg- 
ative vote was to be call for; but it was 
agreed that the Republicans would naturally be 
momentarily d by v ings, that 
there would be no response, and that betore 
they could recover from their astonishment 
Kenna could deciare the modon carried. 

The plan was communicated to Speaker Keif- 
er, by some means which willnever be known, 
the night before it was to be carried out. He 
was thoroughly loyal to his trust, dad a clear 
comprehension of resuite, and had the personal 
courage to do whatever might be done to avert 
what be regarded ag a revolution.

TILING. 


Exhibition of the New Machine. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

Cuaicago, Nov. 21.—In a late issue of your 
paper was quoted part of a letter from Syca- 
more, De Kalb County, in which the writer 
stated that Tiling is becoming universal, 
the farmers almost fighting in their eager- 
ness to get tile, loading from the kiln at mid- 
night when se hot as to be difficult to han- 
die, and in the morning still fifty-eight 
teams waiting for tile!’ The Drain- 
age Journal, in commenting upon this con- 
dition of affairs, remarks: “It is not to be 
wondered at that men would fight (owing to 
there not being tile enough to go round) for 
a chance to make an investment of money 
that will yield them 25 per cent annually as 
long as they and their children live (or 
longer), andin many instances yield 50 per 
cent, when multitudes crowd the doorway of 
the United States Treasury to get bonds 
which only draw and 4 per cent interest.“ 

But yesterday a farmer in Central IIIinois 
said, We got but fifteen bushels of sound, 

corn per acre here, and if we had thor- 
oughly tiled we would have gotten fifty 
bushels, notwithstanding the bad season.“ 
This is the whole situation in a nutsheil. 

The statistics of the Department of Agri- 
culture at Washington show that in 1876 
4,500,000 feet (5,280 feet to the mile) of tile 
were manufactured in Lllinois, and three 
years later, 1879, 33,000,000 feet! Now about 
50,000,000 feet are made annually, and 
still rapidly increasing. The unparalleled 
growth of this. branch of industry is due to 
the fact that “thorough ” tiling—that is: the 
laying of a perfect network of tile all over a 
field, in rows every few rods apart, through 
upland as well as in sloughs and lowlands— 
has „ ＋ because. all is equally un- 
derlaid with a heavy clay subsoil impervious 
to water, or nearly so, and which can only 
drain off by the slow process of evaporation. 
To thus thoroughly tile but ten acres will 
take about one mile of tile, or about fifty 
miles to each section (640 acres). 

That hand-labor has become utterly inade- 
quate to the task of digging the trenches for 
these tile, owing to the vast proportions the 
work has so rapidly assumed within the last 
few years, is seif-evident. A newly invented, 
successful, and practical machine for cutting 
the narrow deep trenches for tile, or under- 
ground wire, ete., mention of which has been 
made, will again de shown in operation 
trenching for e and 
Others tomorrow (Thursday, ) afternoon 
at the corner of Thirty-third street and Went- 
worth avenue, this city (which is alongside 
the Rock Island and ke Shore Railway 
tracks). ‘The machine is still held open to 
arrangements for its manufacture this win- 
tor, as the placing it on the market will be 
both an extensive and lucrative business, 
ing a new field or branch for agricultural 
machinery manufacture as yet unoccupied.

SHIP-CANAL. 


From the Lakesto the Wabash River— 
Improvements in the Wabash North 
of the Big Vernillion. 

LAFAYETTE, Ind., Nov. 18.—Capt. Con- 
ners has been awarded the contract to re- 
move the snags from the Wabash River be- 
tween the mouth of the Big Vermilion and 
this city. He will begin at once to build a 
snag-boat 140 feet long and twenty-four feet 
wide, upon which he will place heavy ma- 
chinery for the above-mentioned purpose- 
The work of construction will not be com- 
pleted for several months. He will begin 
operations on the river early next spring. 

The project for a ship-canal from the lakes 
to the Wabash River at this int has beep 
revived, aud may be among the probabilities 
of an enterprisi future, A reporter, in a 
conversation with a gentleman who has sup- 
par the project and who believes 
n the practicability of the enter- 
prise, was told that there were many who 
favored it. Asa 2 measure for the pub- 
lie good he regarded it as one of the most 
important questions in the way of public im- 
provements to which the attention of Con- 
gress could be invited.
